E. Sherman Chase, an Active 
Member, connected with Metcalf 
and Eddy, Consulting Engineers, 
Boston, Mass., attended a meeting 
of the Institution of Water Engi- 
neers, an English organization, at 
Harrogate, England, in June and 
acted as the official representative 
of the Association. Mr. Chase has 
written President Dobbin the fol- 
lowing letter— 

“As the only representative of 
the American Water Works Asso- 
ciation at the 36th general meeting 
of the Institution of Water Engi- 
neers, it seems fitting for the writer 
to report briefly to the Association. 

“This year the meeting was held 
at Harrogate, a delightful spa 
town in the north of England. The 
attendance at the meeting was ex- 
cellent and the attention paid to the 
several papers was keen. 

“It is interesting to compare 
English and American methods of 
conducting water works meetings. 
In England relatively less time is 
devoted to technical papers and 
more to inspections of works and to 
social functions than in America. 
Furthermore, the papers are not 
read in full as in America, but are 
introduced very briefly by the 
authors. After the introduction, 
the papers are opened to discussion 
following which the authors answer 


such questions as may have bey 
raised and reply generally to thy 
several discussors. Preparation fy 
discussion is facilitated by 
requirement for authors to submj 
manuscripts sufficiently ahead ¢ 
the meeting to permit preprintj 
and distribution of the papers, 
“Only four papers were presentej 
at the Harrogate meeting, two 
British engineers, and the other typ 
by Caleb M. Saville and the write,

cordially received and brought forth 
much _ discussion. Unfortunately 
Mr. Saville was prevented fron 
being present at the meeting, 

“In addition to the papers they 
were visits to new reservoirs unde 
construction for the City of Halifax, 
and for the City of Bradford. The 
former reservoirs are formed by 
earth and the latter by masonry 
dams. On the way to the Halifay 
reservoirs, an inspection was made 
of a new pressure filter plant for that 
city. 

“The social side of the meeting 
occupied a considerably larger pro- 
portion of the program than is 
customary in America. Ineluded 
in the social activities were a civic 
reception, two dances, afternoon 
teas, musical entertainments, anda 
formal dinner. On the trips to the 
engineering works, the routes were 
so planned as to cover country d 
historical or literary interest. For 
example, on the excursion to the 
Bradford reservoirs, the ruins 
Fountains Abbey were visited, these 
ruins being among the most beauti- 
ful in England. 

“It was gratifying to note the 
extremely cordial attitude of the 
British engineers towards _ theit 
American brethren and the interest 
displayed in current American water 
works practice. It was rather too 
bad that more American water 
works engineers could not have 
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t at the meeting and 
with the writer the friendly 
hospitality of the British engineers.’’ 


Announcement was recently made 
of the resignation of Ellsworth L. 
Filby as Chief Engineer and Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Engineering of 
the Florida State Board of Health 
in a letter of resignation to Dr. 
Henry Hanson, State Health Offi- 
eer. Mr. Filby has been in charge 


| of the Engineering Bureau since 


May, 1925 when he was appointed 
to the position while holding a 
similar place with the State Board 
of Health of South Carolina. 

During his six and a half years 
residence in Jacksonville, Mr. Filby 
has been active in many fields. He 
is at present on the Board of Direc- 
tors of the local chapter American 
Red Gross and was acting chairman 
of the chapter during the 1928 storm. 

He was the organizer of the Flor- 
ida Section of the American Water 
Works Association and has been its 
Secretary since its inception and has 
so successfully handled its affairs 
and conventions that the Florida 
Section is now recognized as one 
of the best of the eighteen sections 
making up the parent organization. 

In his special field, he perhaps 
has gained widest acknowledgment 
through his work in disaster relief 
during the 1926 and 1928 hurri- 
canes and Caryville floods. His 
work earned him the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Disaster Re- 
lief of the American Public Health 
Association and through efforts of 
the committee a more workable 
understanding has arisen between 
the American Red Cross and State 
and Federal Health authorities rel- 
ative to disaster relief operations. 
He is also chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Eligibility of the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association and 
engineering representative on the 


Association’s Committee on Fel- 
lowship and Membership, and a 
Fellow in the Association. 

He is a member and one of th2 
founders of the Conference of State 
Sanitary Engineers and an asso- 
ciate member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. He is 
also chairman of the Sub-Commit- 
tee of Engineering of the National 
Malaria Committee. 

Mr. Filby resigned to accept a 
position on the staff of Black and 
Veatch, Consulting Engineers of 
Kansas City, Mo., who are en- 
gaged largely in municipal sanita- 
tion practice as regards water 
purification, sewage and sewage dis- 
posal and valuation work. 


In behalf of the Shanghai Munic- 
ipal Council, a study of the Shang- 
hai water supply will be made by 
Nicholas S. Hill, Jr., of New York, 
President of the Hackensack Water 
Company, and internationally 
known engineer. Mr. Hill’s in- 
quiry will deal particularly with the 
financial administration of the 
Shanghai Water Works, an English 
owned company. 

A protest by the Chinese Rate- 
payers’ Association against an in- 
crease in water rates in the In- 
ternational Settlement resulted in 
agitation which did not cease until 
the Shanghai Municipal authorities 
agreed to summon an American 
expert. Mr. Hill’s report is ex- 
pected to provide a basis for deter- 
mining whether the water works are 
being economically administered.

ARTICLE OF BY-LAWS 


Section 8. An Active Member shall be a superintendent, a manager, an official or employee of a municipa 

or private water works; a civil, mechanical, hydraulic, or sanitary engineer, a chemist, bacteriologist, or any 

ualified person engaged or interested in the advancement of knowledge relating to water supplies. (Initia- 
n Fee, $5.00; Annual Dues, $10.00.) 


Section 4. A Corporate Member shall be a Water Board, Water Commission, Water Department, Water 
Company or Corporation National State or District Board of Health, or other body, corporation or organiza- 
tion engaged or interested in water supply work, and shall be entitled to one representative whose name shall 
appear on the roll of members, and who shall have all the rights and privileges of an Active Member. This 
representative may be cha at the convenience and pleasure of the Corporate Member on written notice to 
the Secretary. (Initiation Fee, $10.00; Annual Dues, $15.00.) 


Section 6. An Associate Member shall be either a person, firm or corporation engaged in manufacturing 
or furnishing oupelies for the operation, construction, or maintenance of water works. (Initiation Fee, 
$10.00; Annual Dues, $25.00.) 


Membership in the Association carries also membership in its Local Sections and National Divisions, and 
includes the Journal, a monthly publication devoted to water works interest. The proceedings of the annual 
conventions and of the meetings of the Local Sections are published in the Journal, which also contains 
contributed articles on subjects pertaining to public water supplies. 
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
